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Gifts of Christ

PROPHETS 


With the study of the prophet, we 
enter more fully into diversity in di- 
vine administration. In the prophet 
we have, as in the apostle, a dual 
gift: (1) a man gifted with the Holy 
Spirit (Acts 1:8; 1 Cor. 12:4-11); (2) 
the man himself given by Christ unto 
His Church. In point of importance, 
the prophet was next to the apostle. 
Like the office of the apostle, the 
prophet derives his authority from 
Christ, the Head of the Church, who 
was Himself the prophet of the High- 
est. Luke 1:76; Deut. 18:15; Acts 3:22. 
The prophet is one who speaks for 
God. He must be capable of speaking 
suddenly by and upon receipt of a 
revelation from God. His message and 
ministry is now, as it has ever been, 
given by the Spirit. 1 Cor. 14:30; 1 
Peter 1:12. As the representative of 
God, he may prophesy of or predict 
concerning the future, as in the case 
of Agabus, Acts 11:28; 21:10. 

The ministry of prophecy was one 
of the gifts of the Spirit, 1 Cor. 12:10; 
the chief design of which was edifi- 
cation, exhortation, and comfort 
(Acts 15:32; 1 Cor. 14:3) of believers 
through the prophet, 1 Cor. 14:22. The 
first law of prophecy is that it must 
describe in detail; (2) that which is 
prophesied must be beyond the ability 
of the human mind to see or foretell; 
(3) such as is prophesied must also 


be beyond the ability of the prophet ‘ 


or any of his associates to bring to 
pass. Conformity to these three laws 
will admit a divine utterance or en- 
actment. 


Of those whom it may be said of 
them that they were prophets, the 
apostles themselves should qualify 
first. Though all the apostles did not 
leave any divine writings, we may 
most certainly assume that those who 
did were possessed of the spirit of 
prophecy. Others who are listed as 
prophets are Agabus and the “proph- 
ets from Jerusalem” (Acts 11:28), 
Judas and Silas (Acts 15:32), the four 
daughters of Philip (Acts 21:9), and 
an unnamed class mentioned in Acts 
13:1. History also names other 
prophets. . 


The importance of New Testament 
prophets is emphasized in Eph. 2:20 
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and in Eph. 3:5, where they are named 
alongside of the apostles. They as- 
sisted in laying the foundation of the 
truth of the gospel and in the “reve- 
lation of the fellowship of the mys- 
tery” of the Church. It is reasonable 
to assume that there were New 
Testament prophets who were as 
those of the Old Testament, classed 
as “major,” and that there were also 
others classed as “minor,” though not 
actually classed as such in the New 
Testament. It is clear, however, that 
those prophets mentioned in 1 Cor. 
14:29-32 and 1 Thess. 5:19-21, whose 
message must be subjected to a 
“judgment” by the other prophets, 
and who may all prophesy “one by 
one,” were not of the same importance 
and infallibility as those referred to 
as being associated with the apostles 
in “foundation” work of the Church. 

The New Testament sets forth a 
very distinct type of prophets who 
were general in function and another 
local in nature and less dependable. 
It would appear from Luke 16:16 that 
even Eph. 2:20 and 3:5 were at vari- 
ance; this is, however, said alone with 
reference to “the law and the proph- 
ets” of the Old Testament. 


New Testament prophets working 
with the apostles were used of God in 
“foundation work of the Church,” and 
in prophesying concerning things 
which concerned the body of Chris- 
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tian believers, generally, as is evi- 
denced in Acts 11:28; while prophets 
of a local nature, such as mentioned 
in 1 Cor. 14:29, 31, probably were 
never used in giving a prophecy rela- 
tive to things outside of the local 
church or community. The sure word 
of prophecy mentioned in 2 Peter 1:19, 
was the infallible word given by His 
New Testament prophets evidenced by 
fulfillment in many instances, and of 
such nature of agreement with the 
general body of revealed truth that it 
was as “a light that shineth in a 
dark place .. . unto which ye do well 
if ye take heed.” Rev. 1:10; 4:2. This 
kind of prophecy was not dependent 
on its own revelation, or interpre- 
tation; it was in accord with the body 
of revealed truth throughout. Such 
prophecy came as of “old time,” not 
by the will of man, but by the Holy 
Ghost. It was something present in 
the form of abiding fact, to which 
Peter referred as “we have.” It was a 
possession. 2 Peter 1:21. These proph- 
ets were constantly referring also to 
the prophets of the Old Testament. 
See Acts 7 chapter; 1 Peter 1:10; Rom. 
11:8; Isa. 29:10, and elsewhere. While 
on the other hand there were some 
prophets whose individual spirit so 
hindered, or so controlled the Holy 
Spirit, that they could only prophesy 
according to the proportion of their 
own faith. Rom. 12:6. Compare “sig- 
nified by the Spirit,” Acts 11:28, and 
“if anything be revealed,” in 1 Cor. 
14:30. There is no need for the “faith” 
of the individual in prophesying; if 
the Spirit dominates the prophet, the 
fulfillment is not dependent upon the 
faith of the prophet. In such in- 
Stances it is purely a work of the 
Spirit, which required only a sur- 
rendered vessel.

The Sunday School literature 
sold out almost entirely at the 
beginning of the quarter, though 
we had made reasonable in- 
creases.

“Brethren, I count not myself to 
have apprehended: but this one thing 
Ido...I1 press toward the mark for 
the prize ... Not as though I had al- 
ready attained.” 


Paul had not attained that high 
mark; neither have you or I attained. 
But here are two words Paul used that 
I am much impressed with. “Press” is 
that which will exert the energy so 
as to take one out of himself into the 
largeness of Christ. Sometimes we hear 
the expression that one is pressed 
by his enemies. If we were doing 
the pressing toward the prize, we 
probably would not even know the 
enemy was near. We hear of “pressing 
times” being “hard pressed.” I’m 
using. all of my energy to gain the 
victory over the work that is pressing, 
to hold the job that is too difficult 
for me. How much pressing are we 
doing that we might know Christ and 
His fellowship? We do not often find 
a person who says, “I must press hard- 
er toward the goal, that I will be able 
to suffer more.” We are a soft people 
in this day, too much _ used to 
comfort and ease. Paul said he gave 
up a lot of things. He was of a well- 
to-do-family, with a paying job. He 
never said, “I can’t leave my job to 
go preach the gospel.” He said, “Every 
thing I ever lost I count it gain, that 
I may be found of him, not with my 
own righteousness... that I may know 
him and the fellowship of his suffer- 
ing.” How can I know the fellowship 
of His suffering? The only way one 
can know any fellowship is to share it. 
Oh, I never thought when I got the 
call to preach the gospel it had any 
suffering in it. To be sure, I will give 
up my job. But don’t the churches 
pay pretty good these days? Not for 
those who are made conformable unto 
His death. Paul wanted not only the 
fellowship of His suffering, but he 
saw even greater things in the life to 
come: “If by any means I might at- 
tain unto the resurrection of the 
dead.” 


Paul used another strong word— 
“strive.” “Yea, so have I strived to 
preach the gospel, not where Christ 
was named, lest I should build upon 
another man’s foundation: but it is

written, To whom he was not spoken 
of, they shall see: and they that have 
not heard, shall understand.” 

So many young preachers have the 
wrong idea of taking the gospel to a 
lost world. They expect to go toa 
ready-made church, to a ready-made 
congregation, and a pretty good sal- 
ary. Where do they expect to 
find the millions of lost souls, seeing 
they do not attend church? There 
were no such churches when the old 
apostle received the call to go. He had 
no guarantee that he would have 
three good suits, and a nice house to 
live in. No, he often fasted from ne- 
cessity, and slept on the hard 
ground. 

It was an old French lady who 
troubled the water near my door, so I 
am trying to trouble it for you. It was 
a decade ago that she went into the 
bayou lands, far into the country, 
“where Christ was not named” among 
the French-speaking people, except in 
churches with crosses and statues. 
This little French sister went to tell 
them about the risen, living Christ, 


. not on the little wooden cross, nor with 


the dead saints. She often slept on a 
hard floor, at times had little to eat. 
She was striving to preach Christ 


where He was not named. She knew 
what it was to kneel before the various 
saints and implore them to do many 
things. But once she was sewing in a 
home of a Christian lady who did not 
wait to get into a pulpit to preach 
Christ, but right there in her own 
home she told the little French lady 
of Him who can live in the heart. God | 
has given her boldness to go any- 
where and witness for Christ. I heard 

her only a few days past, as we left 
the streetcar, speak to three French 
sailors about the love and joy that 
fills her heart. Then in the hospital 
again she told the simple story to 
some sick soldiers, some of them wear- 
ing little medals of saints around 
their necks. And this, my friends, is in 
our own America, not in China. 
You can still find some places where 
fine churches stand, but the gospel 
is prohibited. Also, those many faith- 
ful church-goers would be afraid to 
listen if it was preached. Ecclesiastical 
rulers in high places are making the 
puny little preachers afraid to preach 
the gospel. They even pass laws to 
prohibit it. If you doubt this, just try 
it in some of these Roman ruled towns. 
Why don’t you try some striving in a 
place where no church is back of you? 
Try preaching Christ where He is not 
known. You will not have to go to 
Africa. If any one of you is of the 
“striving, pressing” kind just’ try 
getting out on your own and preach 
Christ. You will get unpopular very 
fast.

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WE MORTALS 
Four Types of People Look at Life 
C. L. WEIGEL 


Individuals share much in common 
with the whole human family, as, for 
instance, the desire for food, an am- 
bition to excel, and a tendency to 
worship; but in a number of re- 
spects individuals may differ from 
their associates. An important dif- 
ference lies in one’s concept of life 
itself and the consequent pursuit of 
personal ideals. A person’s sense of 
values will determine his choices and 
will influence his career more largely 
than any other factor. 


We may consider all human life as 
divided into four general types, each 
successive type represented by a 
plane lying certain degrees higher 
than the preceding. All four planes 
possess several points in common, for 
all are characterized by impelling mo- 
tives and by the desire to achieve cer- 
tain ends; but, viewed separately, 
these levels of human life appear to 
be widely separated, inasmuch as 
their standards and aims are marked- 
ly divergent from one another. 


The first, and lowest, plane of 
human ideals is the purely physical 
realm. Here multitudes jostle one 
against the other in eager pursuit of 
material things to satisfy physical 
cravings. They must have food; their 
ambitions carry them to the most 
appetizing dinners, to the most de- 
lectable sweetmeats, to the rarest and 
choicest of beverages. They must have 
rest; they want beds of down, private 
chambers in quiet, secluded houses, 
warm blankets in winter and electric 
fans in summer. They must have 
physical pleasure; their delight is in 
sensuous thrills and voluptuous ex- 
cesses. Among high and low, rich and 
poor, are creatures who aspire merely 
to a gratification of the flesh. 


A higher level in human life may be 
designated the mental plane, wherein 
a large number of persons vie with 
one another for intellectual recogni- 
tion. The human mind can be most 
ingenious when carefully directed, and 
once aroused, its development is 
almost unlimited. But men strive to 
cram the mind full of facts and ideas 
much as a squirrel would store acorns 
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in a hollow log, supposing that a store- 
house of knowledge is an end in 
itself, not considering that just as the 
furry creature must select his acorns 
from the store, crack them between 
his strong teeth, and eat the kernels, 
before the storehouse becomes of any 
practical value, so must the learner 
discover the art of regulating his life 
by a wise use of his store of knowledge. 

For the thinker life is more 
meaningful than it can ever be for 
one who aspires merely to physical 
gratifications. Life becomes deep when 
thoughtful consideration is given to 
the why’s and how’s of existence. Life 
becomes an adventure when one en- 
ters upon a careful investigation of 
the elements and forces that make up 
our natural world. 


As the thinker dwells in a higher 
plane than the carnal man, so does 
the moral person enjoy the benefits 
of the fresher, purer air of a plane 
above the second level. Conscience 
contributes much to one’s esteem for 
human life, and the individual who is 
led by conscience will usually display 
a regard for the noble and good, for 
the right and true. Lofty sentiments 
will distinguish the moral man from 
the physical or intellectual and will 
reward him with pleasures not dis- 
cernible by the natural eye. High 
ethical principles will win the respect 
and admiration of society and will 
instill serenity and confidence within 
one’s own heart. Morality is the most 
commendable of all three states but 
is by no means the highest type of 
all human life. 


There is a fourth plane, rising above 
the moral, which we shall designate 
the spiritual. Here man dwells in his 
true element, the plane intended for 
him by his Creator and that which 
man himself is most suited to. The 
real man is not flesh and blood which 
can be weighed in a balance, but is 
spirit which itself is clothed in flesh 
for the accommodation of the natural 
world. In the present natural realm, 
man possesses eyes, ears, a head, 
limbs and a complex system of blood 
vessels and nerve structure, but the 
real man himself cannot be seen. 


Man is akin to God and might en- 
joy the grand privilege of communing 
with Him if he so chooses. Man is so 


constituted that he can share fellow- 
ship with Deity, a state of* which 
there is none higher in this world. 
Happy is the man who has entered in- 
to friendship with God!

To catch 
them we must bait the hook for them. 
Most of our fish are young people from

(Much has been said about the birth 
of Christ, of a virgin, etc., but the es- 
sential of salvation is the death and 
resurrection of the begotten of God. 
The writer has been more deeply im- 
pressed by the vicarious death of 
Christ, and submits this article with 
the prayer that it may be a blessing 
to the reader.) 

Jesus went about His work for three 
and a half years.

(They seem to be closer to Him than 
the others.) But they cannot comfort 
Him in His human mental anguish, 
and the burden of sin bears heavily 
upon His heart and He drops upon His 
knees. Great drops of sweat as blood 
fall. from the brow of the immaculate 
Son of God. Yet in all this we hear 
Him say, “Let this cup pass; never- 
theless, not as I will, but as thou wilt.” 


He was strengthened by an angel 
as He communed with God, and after 
praying three times, He came to where 
His disciples slept. He was ready to 
face the scourging, mocking, and 
spitting, and keep His silence, even 
before the governor of the land. He 
had conquered. He was resigned to 
the will of God, the death that must 
follow to answer man’s every need. 

Sinner friend, do you not see that 
Jesus here made the surrender to the 
death by which He may bear your 
sins and without which you are for- 
ever lost? Christian, do you not realize 
that He saw the suffering by which 
you may be perfected? And afflicted 
one, He also saw the stripes by which 
we are healed.
